In the 'Hvord vied," the speaker | 
outlined the past, present and fus | 
tare plans of the great powers of I 
Europe. Militarism has ever been 
the one essential policy. The nas 
vies and armies must be of such 
yast moments as to command the 
respect of the cations of- the earth. 
National prestige, or, in other 
words, selfishness, is the goal to- 
ward which the powers are naoy- 
ing. There is an utter laek of 
application of the principles of the 
Great teacher, In fact, the speas 
ker said that no nation yet has 
aimed to pursue a thorough 
Christian policy in its workings, 
although the true course has been 
understood for two thousand years. 
As a conclusion of this topic, the 
Chinese .question was discussed in 
rather an original fashioE. Pros 
fessor Colvin holds that there are 
certain traits of character found 
among the Chinese that do not ex- 
ist in the civilized countries. As 
an example, he cites the fact of 
filial devotion on the part of chih 
dren, and the great respect for the 
laws on the subject. The reason 
for these things is that the people 
adhere to the teachings of Cons 
f ucius. It-was futher developed that 
the Chinese arc- happy. Give them 
.a government based upon the no- 
tions of foreign policy, and you 
make them unhappy. 

The "national view," of course, 
brought forth our policy, both in- 
ternal and external. Expansion is 
dangerous. The cause for being 
-conservative is, that our interests 
are so yast at homo that an as- 
sumption of new responsibilities 
means inabilities to become a strong 
centralized power. -Being a com- 
posite people, the United States 
must look with great concern upon 
, internal cares and questions, and 
! not allow greed to make her negs 
lectful of the best interests at her 
own door. Expansion means that 
the United States must become a 
I military power. This means that 
| incidental difficulties, derogative 
pto morality and the best national 
J safety, must arise. If We boast of 
! being a Christian nation, we have

presented the suit to Mr. Waters 
who likely needed them or at least 
accepted the gift. 

The meeting hold in the city of 
Gainesvillo Monday evening for the 
purpose of taking some action 
regarding tho building of an Elec- 
tric rail road from Dahlonega to 
that place, was, notwithstanding 
the fact that a terrific rain storm 
was raging, making it almost an 
impossibility for many to get out, 
a groat success.

Census Returns. 

"The following statement has 
been prepared!, showing what has to 
be done with the census returns 
when received at Washington and 
why it must be weeks or even 
months before the figures can be 
given out in their entirety: 

"Every enumerator was required 
to tile a daily report card showing 
how many hours and minutes he has 
been at work and how many per- 
sons he has enumerated that day. 
Since there are approximately 58,- 
000 enumerators and thirty days 
were allowed for the completion of 
the census, the number of daily re- 
port cards to be examined in the 
.census office is somewhere between 
one million and a million and a half. 
It is difficult for any one notfamih 
iar with census work to form an 
idea of the. vast amount of material 
to be handled in one of the divii 
of the office. The number of boxes 
containing schedules sent to the 
enumerators in advance of taking 
the census was 4,500, and their to- 
tal weight was estimated at 300 tons. 
Washington, where it has to be sor- 
ted out and arranged in order by 
states, and the sub divisions of 
.states upon shelving aggregating 
;sevcral miles in length. 

"There is an invoice of schedules 
•in every box received which has to 
be verified. 

"Next in order follows the exam- 
ination in detail of the schedules 
-Every schedule has to be examined 
in order to see that the enumer- 
ator has not made an over-charge 
for his services. For this purpose 
the schedule has to be compared 
with the account rendered by him. 
Every possible effort will be made 
to pay the enumerators at the earl- 
iest practicable date. Every busi- 
ness man knows that 53,000 bills, 
presented for payment in one day 
could not bo audited and paid at 
Sight. 

"The schedules then go to the 
clerks employed in punching cards 
for the clectrictabulating|machii 
Acount of the population will then 
be made by color, sex and by native 
or foreign birth, which will con- 
sume possibly five or six months. 
Not until this machine count shall 
have been made for any particula 
city, county or state, can the fie 
tires be given out for publication. 

"The cities will naturally be 
taken up first, and as fast as thi 
actual population as returned by 
the enumerators is ascertained it 
will be posted on a bulletin board 
in the hall outside the director 
room for the information of the 
press.

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That famous old Apple Tree. 

Not even the president of the 
United States is proof against the 
historical fake, it seems. In his 
Memorial Day address on the An- 
tictam battlefield Presidcut McKin- 
ley said, among other things, "My 
fellow-citizens, 1 am glad, and you 
are glad also, of that famous meet- 
ing between Grant and Lee, at 
Appomattox Court house. I am 
glad that they came together; 
aren't, you? (Cries of yes, yes.) 
Glad that the Union was saved by 
the honorable terms made between 
Grant and Lee, under the famous- 
apple tree. And there is one 
glorious fact that must always be 
gratifying to us— American sol- 
diers never surrendered except to 
Americans." (Enthusistic ap- 
plause.) 

Note that the president said, 
"terms made * * * under the fa- 
mous apple tree." According to 
the testimony of both Gens. Grant 
and Lee, and also of their staff of s 
fleers, the meeting took place in 
McLean house, where the terms 
irranged after a conference 
lasting something like three hours. 
But the testimony of these eminent 
gentlemen does not seem to be 
powerful enough to set at rest the 
myth of the apple tree. 

Just how and why the apple 
tree story gained currency seems 
to be somewhat clouded. Possi- 
bly some shrewd person, with an 
eye to the main chance, invented 
the narrative of the surrender un- 
; --■" ^ order to 
boom the sale of souvenirs. At 
all events, there are probably in 
existence to this day a dozen cords 
of walking canes and other articles 
guaranteed by the seller to ha ve 
been made from the wood of the 
identical appledree at Appomattox 
Court house, under which -Grant 
and Lee met and arranged the 
terms of surrender. 

The apple tree fake has been exs 
posed probably fifty times; never- 
theless it seems there are many 
persons who still believe it, among 
them the president. Do our 
Northern friends insist upon havs 
mg the tree in their history of the 
surrender, whether it has any exis- 
tence or not? If so, there is nos 
thing to prevent them. • And they 
may go right along purchasing 
canes made from the wood of the 
tree, each cane accompainicd by a 
certificate of authenticity. Mean- 
while true history shows that the 
commanding generals mot in a 
comfortable room of the McLean 
house and there discussed and ar- 
ranged their business.— Ex. 



China's Uprising. 

A state of war seems to be on in 
China. The United States has a 
choice of methods, and have cho- 
sen the wiser part in deciding to 
hold aloof from entanglements. 
Ships and troops have been order- 
ed to proceed from Manila, and 
Admiral Kcmpff has been instructs 
ed to co-operate with the other 
Powers in all essential matters; 
but the Admiral is also instructed 
to adhere to the policy of confining 
the operations of the United States 
forces to the safeguarding of 
American interests. It is a wise 
policy. Circumstances may in- 
volve us in war with China; but if 
war is forced upon us we can hon- 
estly say that we had no part in 
precipitating it with the ulterior 
motive of gain. Other nations may 
see in the crisis an opportunity for 
territorial aggradizement; but the 
United States has no present inters 
terest in the partition of China, or 
in a protectorate established with 
a yiew of ultimate partition. 

But whilst our policy is wise at 
this juncture, the situation may 
change and circumstances ari 
which will lay upon us the duty of 
safegardinsr our commercial inter 
ests by gaining a foothold in China 
in order to checkmate the scheme 
of competing Powers. That time 
has not arrived.— Marietta Journal.

W. S. Huff Capt. W. J. Worloy | 
was made secretary. On taking 
the chair Col. Price explained the 
object of the meeting and present- | 
ed forcibly the benefits to 
from the building of the road and 
gave a brief history of his efforts 
to build a road some years ago and 
i)is failure in the enterprise be- 
cause of the great financial panic 
result of thai panic 
mi him financially. The Colonel 
Stated that tie stood ready to do- 
nate to (he parties now proposing 
to build the road his unfinisbed 
track including the peers at the 
Chattahoochee river with all of his 
road and $500 besides. The Colo-. J 
Bel was most enthusiastically ap- ' 
plauded at the conclusion of his 
remarks. Capt. J. W. Adams, 
who represents the capitalists who 
propose to build the road being 
present was called on and gave the 
meeting a very interesting talk cx< 
planatory of the scheme. Speech- 
es were made by Judge R. H. Ba- 
ker, Solicitor GcneralW. A. Char- 
ters, Ex-Senator W. H. McAfee, 
Ex-U. S, Attorney H. P. Farrow 
and others. On a call to know 
- ' how much those present would do- 
nate to secure the building of the 
road there was a prompt response 
and before the meeting closed or 
before the chairman had time to 
name the committee to solicit do- 
nations throughout the city and 
county, five thousand dollars was 
subscribed. The gentlemen who 
constitute this committee are 
Messrs. M. G. Head, E. E. Crisson 
W. J. Worley, E. C. Meaders and 
Judge Baker, who are to sol 
subscriptions with the hopes of 
curing $20,000, not one dollar to 
be paid until the road is comple- 
ted and passenger coaches arc 
running to within half a mile of 
the court house in which the meet- 
ing was held on regular schedule. 
All the speeches were most eulos 
gistic of the gentlemen cennected 
with the Consolidated Gold Min- 
ing Co. who arc the parties pros 
posing to build this road. And 
the happy thought was presented 
by the speakers that the capitaN 
ists at the back of this thing would 
much prefer to see that amount 
raised by small donations by the 
people all oyer the county than to 
see it subscribed by one man cr 
only a few persons.

Mining Notes. 



We have resided in Dahlonega 
all our lives and now 45 years old 
and never saw as much activity in 
mining going on before in Lump- 
f km county. Eeally business of all 
kinds is growing and the popula- 
tion of Dahlonega is rapidly in- 
creasing and the place has now bes j 
come the center of attraction by 
people in all parts of the country. 
We were shown last Saturday' a 
nugget of gold found on the Baggs 
Branch property some days ago 
by "Dug" Bryson. It was discov- 
ered on an old grayel pile and 
weighs 22 grains. It is gold from 
a rich vein which has never been 
discovered yet. They keep on pros 
pecting and some of these days 
they will strike it and from the 
large amount of rich deposit 
mining already done the yein 
which feeds the same is certainly 
very rich and the owner will have 
a big bonanzo. 

The hoister for the big ' shaft at 
the Hand mine has been received 
and is now being put in position. 
The directors of the Consolidated 
Co. were here last week who 
decided to cut the tunnel through 
the Blue Eidge, already surveyed, 
mention of which was made some 
time ago, so as to convey the wa- 
ters of Canada creek, Union couns 
ty, into the Hand canal in Lump- 
kin county, and to increase the 
water supply. Air compressed 
drills will be used so as to com- 
plete the work as soon as possible. 
A grand celebration took place 
down at the Calhoun on the glo- 
rious fourth by 800 pennyweights 
of gold being cleaned up from the 
mine. Seven hundred and seyenty 
of which were run into a bar which 
were shown by Mr. Whorton 
Anderson the other day and w 
had the pleasure of handling ii 
The other 30 pennyweights vver^ 
in nuggets of various shapes and 
sizes, the largest weighing four 
pennyweights. It is useless for 
us to repeat that the Calhoun in a 
rich mine for eyery body in this 
country knows it. 

The mining outlook in this sec- 
tion is becoming more promising 
every day. Heretofore for lack 
of the proper machinery our 
miners were unable to work a vein 
below water level in most places 
on account of the sulphurets, but 
now that new methods have been 
adopted to overcome this trouble 
deep mining will begin in earnest.

Two large 
shafts have already been commenc 
ed and a large number of prospect 
jors are at work opening up veins 
every day. Twelve or fifteen 
Veins have already been struck and 
[the men are right after others. All 
of which will be put in first „.„, 
shape by the time their plant is 
installed and that will be so, 
informed, as soon as money and 
men can do it.

Another fearful rain and hail 
storm visited Dahlonega Wedness 
day afternoon, during which light- 
ning struck Rev. Mr. Parks' 
house, formerly the Signal office, 
and severely shocked Mrs. Gorden 
Head, who was there on a visit, 
and Miss Pauiine White, a sister of 
Mrs. Parks.

The above ordinances together 
with a number of others looking 
to the sanitary condition of the 
city were adopted by the board of 
health and presented to the coun- 
cil which were approved by that 
body May 10th, 1900, to take ef- 
fect in fifteen days thereafter. 
Several governed themselves ac- 
cordingly while many didn't. The 
first steps to enforce the hog ordi- 
nance was several weeks ago while 
J. B. Anderson was marshal 
who commenced by notifying a 
couple of aldermen and two other 
citizens who were crowding their 
hogs with the walls of the pen 
within a few hundred yards of the 
court house, but were let off by 
the Mayor by either enlarging 
their pens or getting rid of their 
hogs. Those of us who live in the 
outskirts of the city most certain- 
ly expected to be treated as well as 
those who passed the ordinance. 
But not so. No leniency given 
and from time to time since each 
of the following had to pay three 
dollars, some of whom had ..even 
enlarged their pens before a hear- 
ing, but it made no difference,.. all 
had to pay the fine within four 
days from date of trial, to-wit : \V...

yielded much freehold when work- 
ed as a placer. mine. ! But this firm 
is working the ore vein. Within a 
few months they have erected an 
ore mill, equipped with aifeve foot 
Huntington mill, with mercury 
amalgam plates, and also a Wilfley 
concentrator. With this equipment 
they are crushing about 3-5 tons of 
ore every 24 hours, running day 
and night. The concentrator is 
reducing at the rate of about 20 
tons to one. The power for run- 
ning the mill is furnished by a 4o- 
horse power steam engine, :and 
with the heat from it also the con- 
centrators are dried. 

The mill is situated about one- 
eight of a mile from the place now | 
being worked in the vein, and the 
ore is carried to the mill in a flume 
which also supplies all the water 
needed at the mill. 'This water is 
brought to the mine through a 
ditch about four and one-half miles 
long from Smith's ceeek, never 
failing mountain stream. 
The work is now upon soft ore 
hich is being cut and washed out 
of the vein by means of a giant 
hydraulic, and thence the ore is 
carried by the flume to the mill. 
But already the hard ore is being 
uncovered at an average depth of 
about 20 feet below the surface of 
the ground. The average width 
of the vein thus developed is about 
10 feet. The average assay of the' 
soft ore- being worked is about 
§6.00 per ton. While the hard ore 
already exposed shows an average 
assay of $9.00 per top, with indica-, 
tions of becoming richer with 
depth. 

This firm owns a tract of about 
800 acres of land, and the gold ore 
vein runs diagonally across it a dis- 
tance of about two miles, although 
the full length of the opening so 
far made less than 100 yards. 

The Huntington mill is not suited 
to crush the hard ore— the richest 
ore— and the management is plan- 
ning to, in the near future to add- to 
the equipment of the mill 20 or 
more stamps and .additional cons 
centrators. 

Even an amatnre Baiming eye can 
see that this is a splendid mining 
proposition. The ore is there in 
large quantities, it is rich, and is 
easily mined, simply by working 
from the surface downwards to 
limitless depths., All the promote 
ers need is more good machinery, 
and then to put the ore through it. 
The concentrates of course must* 
subjected to chlorination or 
cyanide of patassiura processes to 
get complete results. But these 
concentrates may be either sold in 
the market, treated at nearsby 



mills, Dahlonega or elsewhere, or 
the firm may find it to their advant- 
age 10 erect a plant of their own.

ses. But now with steady woi<k 
they are reaping handsome profits 
in the investment and work. And 
they realize thabwith the additions 
and enlargement of the- plant sug- 
gested, they haye in sight a splen- 
did business enterprise, of much 
interest not only to themselyes, but 
to the people of Cleyeland and of 
the entire county.

But you will observe that this is 

white primary. The democratic 
party believes this to be a white 
man's country and that white men 
should rule. Under the peculiar 
policy of the Republican party the 
negro is placed oyer the White 
man in Georgia. Many of the del- 
egates to the recent National Re- 
publican Convention were negroes. 
The delegate selected on the com- 
mittee to inform Mr. McKinley of 
his nomination is a negro. 

Collector of Internal Revenue 
of Georgia under Republican ads 
ministration is a negro. There 
were many negro census enumera-. 
tors; and there is a multitude of 
negro postmasters in Georgia. 

And in local matters, the Repub- 
licans of Lumpkin county, select- 
ed at least two negroes to serve on 
their executiye committee. Do 
you doubt that a party that local- 
ly puts negroes on committees, to 
serve with White men, will put 
negroes in the jury box to serve 
with White men, if opportunity 
offers? Will you stand by those 

ho are so courageous enough to 
declare for White rule, or by those 
who put negroes in high places in 
order to bid for the negro yote? 

There may be candidates who 
may run as Independent Demo- 
crats. Why should they do so? 
Are they afraid to submit then- 
candidacy to the White men of 
Lumpkin county? 

If you believe that the White 
people of Lumpkin county should 
direct its offairs, then go to the 
White Primary on August 15th. 

If you were registered, either in 
1S9S to 1899, you need not regis- 
ter again, in order to vote in the 
Primary.

Hand— everything progressing. I 

A force of men arc now engag- | 
ed in surveying Might ower ditch so j 
as to run it to the Barlow mine, [ 
now owned by the Dahlonega Con- 
solidated Gold Mining Co. 

Dr. Cravens and other members 
of tho Dahlonega Miningand Mill- 
ing Co., are expested from Chica- 
go this week who will probably 
commence operating their proper- 
ty more extensively near Auraria. 

They haye just struck a large 
vein on west end of Crown Moun- 
tain free milling ore worth from 
$2. 50 to $3.00 per ton, heavy sul 
phtiretted being from 25 to 30 feet 
across the same, which is being 
opened up. Besides this three two 
comparment shafts have been com- 
menced that are 8x16 which will 
be cut to a great depth in order to 
strike large lodes, of ore. Two 
being of the famous Wallace vein, 
which shows that they mean to 
have an abundance of ore ready for 
the mill so as not to haye to stop 
t for want of ore. The excava- 
tion for the mill site is being raps 
dly pushed and two hundred men 
or more aro engaged on the canal 
at Seabolt shoals, dirt work of | 
hich is expected to be finished by 
the end of the month. 

The Charltota mine, now owned 
by Z. V. Hewitt, is being deyeloped. j 
A great deal of work has been done 
in a short time. A drain something j 
over a quarter of a mile long now j 
draws the water from the hitherto | 
sunken bottom , and makes it possi- 
ble to work the placer ground which 
has layed tor ages. A nother object 
uf Mr. Hewitt is to cut the Pigeon 
Roost and Thomas gold belts. 
Through his property some pros- 
pecting work has also been done on 
the mountain sides and top. Those 
two bolts, viz: The Pigeon Roost 
and Thomas, undoubtedly will re- 
ward the owner, as they contain 
the principal gold bearing lodes of 
this section, which has yielded well 
ou the adjacent properties, where 
only surface work has been done. — 
Dawsonville Advertiser. 

The Macon Telegraphs Atlanta 
correspondent of last Monday giyes 
the progress of the big smelter, 
being built near there as follows: 
The big smelting plant located at 
Oakdale on the Chattahoochee 
iver, eight or ten miles from At s 
lanta, will be in operation within 
the next two weeks. The enters 
prise is owned by a company of 
Western men who came to Atlanta 
about a year ago from Denver. 
They saw that there was a good 
opening in this section for a smel- 
ter and having conyinccd them- 
selves of this fact at once purchas- 
ed a suitable site and ordered the 
machinery for the plant. This was 
made in Denver where the owners 
of the Oakdale have been operat- 
ing a smelter successfully for many 
years. Mr. John McDonald is the 
president and Mr. Edger Black is 
the general mancrger. The com- 
pany has inyested in its plant 
something like $150,000, all of 
which money came from the west. 
It is said that none here was impor- 
tuned to take stock in the enter- 
prise as the promoters of it had all 
the money they wanted. A meet- 
ing of the directors of the company 
was held yesterday is this city and 
the manager, Mr. Black, w 
thorized to employ the number of 
men necessary and commence the 
work of smelting ores. The com- 
pany will employ ten or twelve 
metallurgists who will be brought 
hero from the mining district about j 
Denver. The company has now j 
banked up about the plant about i 
1,000 tons of ores ready to be| 
worked. It is estimated that this I 
ore contains from $10 to $100 
worth of the precious metal to the 
ton. Everything is now ready for 
the "blow in," and when this is 
done the smelter will operate day 
and night. The company has ses 
cured very satisfactory railroad 
rates and ores will be shipped from 
all sections of North Georgia, 
Tennessee and Alabama. Gold ore 
principally will be worked, as there 
is more of that in this section than 
any other metal yet located and 
ready to be developed. The com- 
pany feels thoroughly satisfied that 
the smelter will prove a handsome 
investment. The works will start 
with fifty hands.

Columbus, Ohio, gentleman has 
just been here on this business. 
He soent several days in Dahlone.-. 
ga discussing the matter with our 
leading business men all of whom 
seem to be anxious for the estab- 
lishment of the bank for it is very 
inconvenient for men to do busi- 
ness and one no nearer them thap 
52 .miles. The place is building 
up .with a bright prospect for a 
railroad causing an enterprise of 
this kind to be needed more and 
more every day. Mr. Synold can 
give the best of references. Be- 
ing no experiment as ho has been 
in the banking business for many 
years, enabling him to be thor- 
oughly with the undertaking. The 
gentleman left for his home last 
Tuesday morning, having met with 
such 'encouragement among our 
citizens as to cause him to lay off 
another trip to Dahlonega within 
the next two or three weeks with 
papers ready to get the matter in 
proper shape so that -the impor- 
portant enterprise can begin to 
move at once if it is the desire of 
those who should feel most deeply 
interested. 



The proposition to build an elec- 
tric railroad from Gainesville to 
Dahlonega, and in addition, to 
build and equip a complete system 
of electric car lines over the city of 
Gainesville has taken definite shape, 
Mr. Adams, president of the Con- 
solidated Gold Mining Company, 
has just returned from Chattanooga 
and has made our citizens a proposi- 
tion, definite and clear. He pro- 
poses tobuild a passenger line from 
the Southern depot along Main 
street to the public square; also 
from the G. J. & S. depot to the 
public square; from ths public 
square to the Hunt House; thence 
to Q reen street; thence along ( i reen 
street to the city limits, and then to 
the power plant ou the Chattahoo- 
chee Iliyer, and then to Dahlonega, 
This will compose what is known is 
the direct route, or main line. In 
addition to this, a line will be built 
from some point on Main stree or 
the public square to the Seminary, 
from the Seminary to Now Holland, 
and from the Seminary to Greeu 
street, and connecting with the 
main line. The street over which 
the latter lines will be built are not 
yet definitely decided on. The Com- 
pany may also build along the Price 
line to thc Chattahoochee River, or 
may arrange with the property 
owners and the City Council to run 
a freight line through some portion 
of the city, subject to regulation by 
the Mayor and Council. The Com- 
pany will also erect a power plant 
at the Chattahoochee Iliver, and 
generate electricity, and they pro*. 
pose to build a large summer hoteL, 
bathing houses, and other attract 
tions. In other words, they pro- 
pose to make Gainesville and Dah> 
lonega a second Ashevillc. 

Mr. Adams' first proposition to 
the city was to build a direct line 
to Dahlonega, if Gainesville would 
raise $10,000 in money, and pay for 
the right of way along the Price 
line to the Chattahoochee River, 
which would cost about $2,000 
more, but many of our citizens in- 
sisted on having connected with 
this direct line a street railway sys- 
tem, and assured Mr. Adams that it. 
would be easier to raise a larger 
amount for this purpose than to 
■aise $12,000 for the other, and 
after several conferences thc above 
lines were agreed ou. 

Mr. Adams has estimated the cost 
of the direct line to be $000,000 and 
the additional expense of perfecting 
the street car system in the city 
and developing the water power on 
the Chattahoochee $200,000 addi- 
tional, making a total outlay of 
$500,01)0. 

His proposition is for thc citizens 
of Dahlonega to donate $20,000 in 
order to secure the direct line to 
that place, and for the citizens of 
Gainesville to donate $20,000 to 
secure not only the road to Dah- 
lonega but also a complete street 
car system over the city and thc de- 
velopment of the water power on 
Chattahoochee River. Dahlouega 
has gone ahead and has already sub- 
scribed a good portion of her 
amount, and the Gainesville com- 
mittees arc at work and already re- 
ceived subscriptions amounting to 
over $8,000. 

The subscription will not become 
due until the road is completed and 
cars running to Dahlonega and 
street ears running over this city 
conforming to a fixed schedule and 
giving ample and conyenient ser- 
vices to the citizens of Gainesville. 
Accorping to the agreement the 
work is to be begun within ninety 
days completed by January 1, 1 902. 
Of all the propositions that have 
been made looking to the upbuild- 
3g of Gainesville, enhancing tho 
aluo of property, advertising the 
city and increasing her business, we 
ider this one far the best we 
have ever had. To have a complete 
system of street car lines over the 
important streets of Gainesville and 
leading to Now Holland and to the 
Seminary and to the Chattahoochee 
Riyer, means thc doubling of the 
value of all the property in the city, 
doubling the business of the town, 
doubling the number of scolars at 
the college, and increasing a thous- 
andfold the number of visitors to 
our mountain city. — Eagle.

All this goes to show what 
industry will bring about, besides 
this it proves that there is no use 
of going West for a better living.
